The  district  is  entirely  rural  in  ch.ara.cter,  the  northern  portion  being 
typical  lakeland  country  with  lakes  and.  fells  merging  into  the  more  southern 
portion  which  extends  to  the  coast  and  forms  part  of  the  northern  shores  of 
Morecam.be  Bay,  Two  lakes,  Coniston  and  Esthwaite,  as  well  as  two-thirds  of  the 
shores  of  La.ke  Minder  mere  "'are  wholly  contained  in  the  District. 


The  principal  industry  is  agriculture ,  with  the  hotel  and  catering  industry 
playing  a  prominent  part  during  the  summer  season.  Slate  quarrying  is  a  feature 
in  the  northern  and  central  parts  of  the  District, 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  principal  vital  statistics  for  1965  and  for  the  preceding  five  years  are 
given  on  page  two. 

Of  the  211  births  egistered,  118  yrere  males  of  which  6  were  illegitimate 
and  93  were  females  of  which  2  were  illegitimate. 

Approximately  77 %  of  the  deaths  were  in  persons  of  65  years  of  age  and  over 
and  the  main  causes  of  death  were:-  Heart  disease  101,  vascular  lesions  of  nervous 
system  34  and  malignant  growths,  34.  Of  the  101  deaths  from  heart  disease,  62 
were  due  to  coronary  artery  disease. 

The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  of  1 5.5  per  1,000  and  the  adjusted  death  rate 
of  11,6  per  1,000  can  be  compared  with  the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and 
Males  of  18,1  per  1,000  and  11,5  per  1,000  respectively. 
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Adjusted  live  birth  rate  1965  (comparability  factor  1.17)  =  15.5  per  1,000 
Adjusted  death  rate  1965  (comparability  factor  0.83)  =  11.6  p>er  1,000

The  provision  and  maintenance  of  public  water  supplies  for  the  whole  of 
the  District  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Furness  Mater  Board,  with  the 
exception  of  a  small  part  of  the  parish  of  Cartmel  Fell,  for  which  the  Lakes 
and  Lune  Water  Board  is  responsible. 

Supplies  were  generally  adequate  in  quantity  throughout  the  year  but  the 
quality  varied  considerably  according  to  the  source  of  supply  and  the  time  of 
year.  The  low  Furness  district,  supplied  from  the  Pennington  treatment  works , 
and  the  Cartmel  Valley  district,  supplied  from  the  Newton  treatment  works  are 
consistently  good  bacteriologically,  although  slight  discolouration  occurs  in 
the  latter  occasionally.  The  Boretree  Tarn  supply,  also,  although  untreated 
is  generally  of  good  quality.  The  remainder  of  the  district  is  supplied  from 
numerous  small  sources,  the  majority  of  which  are  u  treated.  They  are  usus.lly 
of  reasonably  good  quality  during  the  winter  months  but  during  the  summer  months 
the  level  of  animal  polution  reaches  disquieting  proportions.  Even  those  which 
are  chlorinated  suffer  from  the  same  defects,  it  having  proved  impossible  to 
maintain  the  correct  dose  of  chlorine  when  the  level  of  pollution  of  the  raw 
water  varies  from  day  to  day. 

In  my  last  report  I  drew  attention  to  the  danger  of  pollution  of  some  of 
these  small  supplies  by  campers.  The  Coniston  supply  is  probably  the  most 
"ulnerable  in  this  respect  and,  although  the  position  was  unchanged  during 
the  year  to  which  this  report  relates,  I  understand  that  in  March,  1966 
alterations  were  made  to  the  chlorination  plant  there  which  should  give  more 
effective  treatment.  The  problem  of  providing  wholesome  water  supplies  to  some 
of  the  other  townships  in  the  northern  part  of  the  District  still  remains. 

55  samples  of  water  from  the  untreated  supplies  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  with  only  23  satisfactory  results. 

56  samples  of  treated  water  were  examined  bacteriologically  with 
satisfactory  results. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  some  1,410  houses  using  private  supplies. 

16  samples  were  examined  from  these  supplies  of  which  5  were  satisfactory. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  of  the  Furness  Water  Board  for  much  of  the 
detailed  information  given  in  the  table  on  page  4.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Details  of  the  methods  of  sewage  disposal  have  been  kindly  supplied  by 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  are  given  on  pages  6  and  7„ 

60  nev;  and  -3  existing  houses  were  connec '  ed  to  the  sewerage  system  and 
36  new  and  21  existing  houses  to  septic  tanks.  31  privies  were  converted  to 
fresh  water  closets,  and  6  to  pail  closets.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are 
now  some  5? 979  dwellings  on  a  water  carriage  system  and  the  number  of  privy 
middens  has  been  reduced  to  247. 

A  new  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Par  Sawrey  was  commenced.

10  gave 
a  positive  ring  test  and  6  of  these  were  found  to  contain  Brucella  organisms.
